tion, except ssiich as may bo provided 
by tho stato for .the use of the dis- 
abled." He saUl nothing 
about 
the 


employment of ngents at the polls. 


Representative-elect James Kittle of 


Pittsfleld says he intends to file a bill 
to prohibit the "transportation_.Qf vot- 
ers to and from the polls and the hir- 
ing of watchers and agents at elec- 
tions." The petitioner in this case is 
Mayor Miller of Pittslield, who tried

TO MAKE THE MERRIMACK NAVIGABLE 


The business men of Haverliill have apaiii started up the agitation for 


B. deeper channel in Ihe Jlerninaek river from that city to the; sea. 
The 


city of Lawrence lias .joined in \villi llaverhill very naturally and both seem 
to be in a combine to do what. Ihey can Inwards making the river navigable 
from Lawrence fo Ihe ocean. 
The city of Lowell .seems ID be. left out o£ 


their calculations, possibly f,.r 
(ho reason 
that 
Lowell 
is 
apparently 


indifferent lo the mailer. 


There, is no reason whatever why the ^lerrimack river should not be 


made naviyable from Lowell f o Ihe sea. 
There are scores of other rivers 


not half so valuable upon which the government has lavished vast sums of 
money, and yet. the cily of Lowell, acting even in con.junction with the other 
dlies in the Merrimack valley, is barely able to get (he matter of making the 
Jlerrimack navigable brought before Ihe proper milhoriiies at Washington. 


There seems lo be some underlying obstacle. 
It is not that the Mcrri- 


maclc river is loo difficult, a proposilion, for rivers not nearly so good have 
been made navigable; rivers that would not show nearly so much commercial 
value have been made navigable, Iml. we must look elsewhere for the real 
cause. 
The consensus ol.' opinion {mints lo the fact thai, onr congressmen 


arc, 
iliac-live, that they do not bring this mailer lo the front for flic benefit 


of this and olher cities in f l i c 
AIciTiiinick valley. 
They arc conlrolled 


by eornni-alions. and il would appear by corporations whose interests would 
li: affccled by making Ihe river navigable. Then we are lo suffer for all lime 
Ihe clisadvaiila.se ,if having no direct water ronlc to the sea, simply because 


Ihe congressmen elecled by the dislricls fondling the IMerrimaek valley are 
corporation men if mil railroad men. 
II is lime this incubus were sef aside. 


The cities of Lowell, Lmvronre and llaverhill should pul Ihe matter up 
t-quarcly lo fheir congressmen and have Ilicin bring il, to a climax or else re- 
sign from (heir positions. The. people of Lowell should be able to find a man 


whii will have Ihe interests of the cily nl. hcarl. sufficiently to push the 
mieslion to a finality. 
It is true that Ihe subject has been taken up from 


time lo time, lint, then it is .allowed to lie dormant until somebody influenced 


li.y the need and Ihe feasibility of: navigating the Merrimack brings it up 
again only to explain the vast, benefit, dial, such n 
route 
of 
navigation 


would be lo the cities and towns of the Jlcrrimack valley. 
The federal 


government' has had several surveys made, and sent agents out" lo see 
whether the people were really intcreslej! in the movement. 
They wanted a 


slatcment of Ihe amount of-commerce it would turn in this direction if the 
government, went, to the. expense of making the, river navigable. 
The. cor- 


porations could easily iui(ko an approximate statement of what 1'rcisrlit 
business they would be likely to turn into the river route; but very few of 
them, it seems, were willing to help Ihe mailer-in any way. 
The railroad 


interest is here, seen again, because the manufacturing companies favoring 


11 navigation ronle lo (he sea might be discriminated against by some of the 
railroads that would be injured by competition. Thus the matter remains 
at.present, and while the river is navigable from llaverhill to the ocean, 
the business men of Haverhill are in favor of having the channel made 
deeper and wider so that larger ships can come up the river. 


There is talk also of having a large dam across the river above Haver- 


hill in order that the. water may be, kept, high enough for the purpose of 
navigation to Lawrence at all times. 


The government engineers bare already reported that the Merrimack 


can be made navigable from Lowell at a reasonable expense, but it seems 
it would require several congressmen and, perhaps, a number of senators 
to. get an appropriation for that purpose. The engineers found an absence 
of keen interest on the part of the manufacturing companies, and, therefore, 
did not recommend an appropriation. 


It is time that Hie city of Lowell woke up on this matter, and that it 


should join the movement with Lawrence and llaverhill to make the river 
navigable to the sea. 
There is no reason why a proposition that would mean 


sucli.a vast step in advance for Lowell should be allowed to drop out of 
sight. There is no reason why the people of the Merrimack valley should 
help to develop so many other rivers in the country and have nothing done 
for their own, 'a river which is vastly superior in point of commercial 
importance • to very many'of those that have been made navigable at vast 
expense to the federal government. 


Various engineers have reported upon the subject. 
Knginccr Charles 


T. Main made an exhaustive report about twenty years ago to the effect 
that the project was feasible and would not require a great "xpcnditure. 
Still later S. M. Mansfield, lieutenant of the United States engineer corps, 
made an exhaustive report. From, the recommendation in these reports the 
jetties.extending into the sea at the mouth of the Merrimack were con- 
structed. Gen. Thorn also made a valuable report upon the scheme, stating 
that the only practical method of making the river navigable up to Law- 
rence in all stages of the river except in freshets is to build a di^in and look 
at the Lower- Vails where .the ledge which extends entirely across the river 
would furnish an excellent foundation. 
It was estimated that the dam 


would cost .$100.000 and excavating a .60-foot channel 
not more 
than 


Sri ,400,000. 


Col. Burr of llie l:. S. engineering corps made a survey about two years 


ago and held meetings in llavevhill. Lawrence and Lowell to nsccrlain the 
sentiment in regard to the matter and to report hack to the government upon 
the feasibility and necessity of (he project. His report was adverse to the 
.petition from Lowell but not against a ship channel from llaverhill to the 
sea first, and from Lowell to Lawrence ut a subsequent time. Col. Burr's 
report advocated Ilic dredging of llu: river for depth and Ihe conslniction 
of a dnm at a point known as Lion's Month, near Amesbnry.

.'It.is well, Ihcrefore, lo have (he project kept alive even in llaverhill 


for, as indicated by C'»l. Burr's report, after the river below llaverhill shall 
.have been deepened, (he work above llaverliill will be more easily disposed 
of.
